Heretofore if a call was put in 
for a man and it was found he was no 
in town there was no charge. Now, 
ever, if the new sehedule goes 
be will pay an initial charge—t 
phone company taking the view that the 
toll line has beer in use while the operator 
was finding out whether he was or not, 
and so far as the time to the telephone 
company was concerned that it took al 
most as much as though the message were 
delivered.

Lured by the 
summer-like weather, some city 
enthusiasts have already been dig- 
ging up ‘the back yards, and per- 
haps doimg some planting. But 
the real campaign has not started 
yet. Most people in this country 
time their sowing by the calen- 
dar rather than by the weather. | 
They have learned by experience | 
that the early bird sometimes | 
catches what he doesn’t want. 
Seeds will not germinate in cold 
soil, and if they have to wait too 
long for the soil to warm up they 
may not germinate at all. The 
June frost, too, which oceasion- 
ally strikes this part of the world, 
is fatal to a well advanced gard- 
en, while one in a more backward 
state may recover. The begin- 
ning of May is commonly accept- 
ed as the time for putting in the 
seed, a good many experienced 
hands preferring to wait until the 
middle of the month; while “‘the 
24th’? isowidely favored as the 
time for planting potatoes. <An- 
other week is likely to see a gen- 
eral movement toward the base- 
ment where the spade and rake 
have reposed all winter and a 
wholesale turning-up of the gard- 
en patches. 

So far as ihe symptoms show, 
the impulse toward gardening is 
sell up to normal among the city 
folks, and the prospect is that 
quite the usual nunrber of back- 
yards and vacant lots will be 
turned to productive use.
